§359.67 Does Public Debt prohibit the
issuance of Series I savings bonds
in a chain letter scheme?

We do not permit bonds to be issued
in a chain letter or pyramid scheme.
We authorize an issuing agent to refuse
to issue a bond or accept a purchase
order if there is reason to believe that
a purchase is connected with a chain
letter. The agent’s decision is final.

§359.68 May Public Debt issue Series I
savings bonds only in book-entry
form?

We reserve the right to issue bonds
only in book-entry form.

§359.69 Does Public Debt make any
reservations as to issue of Series I
savings bonds?

We may reject any application for
Series I bonds, in whole or in part. We
may refuse to issue, or permit to be
issued, any bonds in any case or class
of cases, if we deem the action to be in

the public interest. Our action in any
such respect is final.

§359.70 May Public Debt waive any
provision in this part?

We may waive or modify any provi-
sion of this part in any particular case
or class of cases for the convenience of
the United States or in order to relieve
any person or persons of unnecessary
hardship:

(a) If such action would not be incon-
sistent with law or equity;

(b) If it does not impair any material
existing rights; and

(c) If we are satisfied that such ac-
tion would not subject the United
States to any substantial expense or 1li-
ability.

§359.71 What is the role of Federal Re-
serve Banks and Branches?

(a) Federal Reserve Banks and
Branches are fiscal agents of the
United States. They are authorized to
perform such services as we may re-
quest of them, in connection with the
issue, servicing and redemption of Se-
ries I bonds.

(b) We have currently designated the
following Federal Reserve Offices to
provide savings bonds services:
